Kenneth Gilpin Announces Dispersal 
Of Kentmere Thoroughbred Livestock 


The long established breeding establishment of Kenneth N. Gilpin of 
Boyce, Virginia will go before the hammer this August at Saratoga in a Sale 
by Fasig Tipton Co. that will include everything from the Kentmere Stud 
made famous by the progeny of the late *Teddy. 

Mr. Gilpin stated that increased business interests were taking more of 
his time 

“I have shipped to Saratoga as a public breeder for twenty years. In- 
creased and rather scattered business interests are taking more and more 
of my time so that I am not able to personally supervise the business as I 
have in the past with so many valuable outside mares sent here to the place. 
Iam not willing to continue unless I can give it such supervision. I am go- 
ing to sell everything, all of the breeding stock, mares and foals, yearlings, 
etc.”’ 

In an interview Tuesday by The Chronicle, Mr. Gilpin said that conditions 
everywhere were so unsettled that a war now would have a very depressing 
effect on the thoroughbred market He felt that the reputation of the blood- 
line as first introduced by the late *Teddy and being carried on now at 
Kentmere by Granville have become so popular and so successful that this 
would be the best of all times to disperse the entire establishment. 

Although planning to retire from breeding on a large scale, Mr. Gilpin 
intends to raise a few horses for his own pleasure and to race. 

“T have three two year old fillies out on lease for two years which. eventu- 
ally I expect to bring back here to the farm.” 

The sale is to be held on Saturday morning, August 12th at the same time 
the yearlings of Mr. F. Wallis Armstrong and Mr. Charles Williams will be 
sold. The sale is to be a complete dispersal as Mr. Gilpin plans to reserve 
nothing 

Plans are not yet settled as to the future of Granville now standing at 
Kentmere Mr. Gilpin said he hoped that the stallion would continue to 
stand in Virginia and that plans now underway for a syndicate to take 
over his lease from Mr. Woodward for the remainder of the five year period 
would materialize. In which case, Mr. Gilpin said, he would like to continue 
with a small share in the stallion

Interview With Famous Sporting Character Of 


Nineteenth Century Gives Insight Into Former 
Methods Of Training 


It was in 1859 that ‘‘The Druid’’ wrote “Silks and Scarlet’’, a companion 
book to ‘The Post and the Paddock’. Again “The Druid’ turned to Dick 
Christian and his “‘lectures’’ were for most interesting interviews, to endow 
readers with a great store of experience of this famous character who had 
to do with hunting and horses in England for over six score years. This re- 
nowned first flighter, a groom who had practically sounded the depths of 
every ditch and brook in Leicestershire, to the edification of young horses, 
relates many stirring events with Hounds. 


Dick Christian began his hunting days at the age of eight and never mis- 
sed a season for over sixty years. He spent years in ‘‘ketchin ’em up, and 
making ’em go.”’ He ‘“‘broke’’ and made many a good 'chaser and rode hun- 
dreds of hunters ‘‘to sell’ in the hunting field. When he wasted for steeple- 
chasing his formula for losing was: ‘hot weather, hot liquor; heat agin 
heat, as long as ever you live; gin and water strong as blazes, hot as ever 
you can; then three stone of clothes on your back and along the road, and 
gin and gingerbread for a whole week.” 


Many are his reminiscences, of thrusting noblemen, of match races, of 
great runs and tremendous jumps, (one out of a park, a ‘‘full six feet with 
a sizeable drop’’). He rode horses of all sorts, but he didn’t like to ride 
“old uns’’, they “fall like a clot; if they get into difficulties, blame me, they 
won't try to get out; they will do that when they get to ten years old. They 
haven’t the animation of a young horse; those young uns will still try to 


struggle themselves right, and they'll not touch you if they can help it. I'll 
be bound, I’d be safer riding twenty young horses, than one old one. When 


a horse made his start to jump, I always knew if he was going to fall. I 
prepared myself; if he took off collected at his fence, I could keep him so; if 
he was falling, I could clap my hands on his withers, and get clear of him, 
and keep the reins too. These great ‘‘natural jumpers” are desperate dan- 
gerous; they won’t collect and get out of danger; if people get killed, a 
hundred to one them great natural jumpers does it; when they’re a little 
pumped, down they comes with a smasher, and you gets killed.” 


Of larking, Dick Christian had this to say: ‘I hate larking with horses 
I mind Mr. Nevill and that chestnut mare of his, Verbena, he thought her 
the best animal he ever rode. Once I see him jump three gates with her, 
coming home from hunting, and she stops dead at the fourth, and she was 
never the same after.”’ 


But now for a touch of hunter training from Dick Christian. ‘‘When 
they're taken into the stable, give ’em plenty of air and walking exercise 
three or four hours a day; what ever you do, never make them sweat. Give 
‘em an ounce of sulphur and half-an-ounce of nitre in their corn twice a 
week: for the first month I like new hay better than old, but it must be the 
very best. Give them plenty of walking exercise up hill, and now and then 
give them a trot, but not too much of it. You may increase it by degrees; 
then walking over ridge and furrow is a grand thing. to give them action. 
Action’s the thing! if they haven’t got it, they’re like a pump without a 


handle, blessed if they ain’t. The less you gallop hunters the better; all 
you want of them is to be in good condition, and fresh on their legs. It’s 


all very well galloping race-horses if you like; but no horses should go very 
fast or know their best pace, till they’re put to the test. There’s many a good 
horse spoilt by them tricks. I says, let me have a horse a hit above himself; 
he’s much pleasanter to ride, and better able to do a right good day’s work. 
Never press a horse very hard going down hill; it beats them far more than 
if they go fast up hill. Becher did it to Vivian in that great five hundred 
guinea match with the Marquis on The Sea; he quite overset his horse; and 
he'd have lost if the Marquis hadn’t gone wide.” 


When it came to teaching hunters to jump, Christian goes on: “TI always 
took them to a very low bar, knee high; hole ’em there till you get him on 
his hind legs, then let him go; likely as not he’ll drop on the bar; take him 
to it again and again; if he turns a bit nervous, wait with him; when you’ve 
got him to go from his hind legs, then start him the same way with water, 
four feet wide. I was very fond of beginning them with a bit of timber like 
the body of a tree in a park. They can’t get a leg in under; if they force 
themselves against it they pick over; they must spread themselves. When 
you get him to the fences, begin with small places; first walk him to them; 
then trot him; you’ll soon find you may take him at them any pace you like. 
It's only confidence he wants; then you may take liberties with him, but do 
itin good temper, and keep him in the same. He’ll soon get confidence for 
the stitchers. Whatever you do, never go fast at them; don’t go too slow or 
he'll stop; a many horses have been spoilt that way; give him time to get 
his hind legs under him; if you’re too slow, they buck, jump short, and 
don’t spread themselves, and then down you both goes. When you takes a 
horse at his jumps, hold him steady by the head, not pulling him hard; the 
longer you hold him steady, the further he’ll go. A horse doesn’t jump the 
farthest by going over fast at his fences, or water; he wants to get his stride 
well up to them; he can’t go to last long if he’s not kept collected; he’ll 
soon be beat, partickler in deep ground, and ridge and furrow. When I got 
to try a horse on such like ground, down hill is what I choose; if they have 
action to do that all right, they will make something. That was Sir James’ 
Plan—take ‘em across ridge and furrow and down hill—TI 
thing how they go up hill.”

Of bits he had to say: ‘“‘Blame me, I never used thick bits. Nearly all 
horses ride better with a curb than a snaffle; but mind you never use too 
sharp a one, they only irritates the horse. I always puts the hunting curb 
on the first time with young horses: you must let ’em have plenty of liberty 
to play with the bridle, but mind as his tongue don’t slip under the bit; this 
is the most consequence of anything.. Don’t be a-feared when these restive 
horses bolt against a hedge, or a wall to try and rub you off; pull his head 
Slap against it; and he'll not try that game twice. IT’S NOTHING WHEN 
YOU'RE USED TO IT. Dal! if them old words of mine hasn't slipped out 
When your horse refuses his fence, never spur him, or maul him about:

GREEN HUNTER CHAMPIONSHIPS 











By far one of the most helpful decisions in regard to the comparitive 
status of championship horses in the Hunter Division has come from the 
ruling of the American Horse Shows Association as to Suitable and Green 
Hunters. The problem has been obvious for some time that the green and 
suitable to become hunters have been winning in their respective classes and 
by so doing have been defeating qualified hunters for the championship, al- 
though as far as actual performance goes they are in no way able to com- 
pete against the qualified hunters Having won more points in the same 
show, however, the green and suitable to become have been declared champ- 
ion over the superior horse. 

To remedy this situation, the Hunter Committee suggested the revision of 
Rule 4, part (c) which now reads: 

“Suitable and Green winners are not thereby eligible to compete in champ- 
ionships (except green championships). But ribbons won in the above two 
types of classes will count at one half value toward the Hunter Champion- 
ship provided such winners should qualify for the Hunter Championship by 
winning a first prize over 4 feet or higher in a hunter class other than Suit- 
able, Green, Maiden, Novice or Limit.” 


Of course few owners will put their green horses in the four foot class on 
the chance of being able to win the championship and by so doing sacrifice 
their greenstanding, so that the Actual working of the rule tends to exclude 
the green horses from serious consideration for major championships. An 
argument can be advanced against the new ruling to the effect that green 
and suitable to become horses should be allowed the advantage of their 
standing just as horses are handicapped on the track and that for a green 
or suitable to become horse to jump 3 feet six is just as much of a trial as 
for the qualified hunter to jump four feet or four feet six and they should 
be allowed to compete for the championship accordingly. Such an argument 
may have some academic value, but for the owner with a qualified hunter to 
be beaten in a championship division by a horse that has been purposely kept 
in green classes under four feet to maintain a green standing and win more 
blues, the argument does not offer a practical solution of a perplexing prob- 
lem. 

The new ruling is a far better method of deciding the merits of the champ- 
ion hunter of the show and it leaves the way open for another important 
division in the Hunter class of the Horse Shows, namely the Championship 
for Green and Suitable to Become Hunters. Such a championship was offer- 
ed at Devon this year, although not given in Miss Deborah Rood’s fine hunt- 
er show at Wilmington, perhaps due to the comparitive scarcity of green 
and suitable to become hunter classes. Such a Championship will provide 
additional incentive for exhibitors to enter green and suitable to become 
hunters with a championship at'stake 


The comparitive worth of championships is so difficult that it would take 
special ratings by the American Horse Shows Association to decide the im- 
portance of championships in different shows. Certainly the qualified hunt- 
er championship at say Devon is a far greater palm than the hunter champ- 
ionship at any of the one day shows. It is to be hoped that the Shows Assoc- 
iation will not stop now in their efforts to clarify the question of Hunter 
Championships by excluding green and suitable to become but will tackle 
the whole subject so that the winner of a championship at one of the larger 
shows may be able to state that he won at a major show with a superior 
rating than the winner of a one day show championship and that his horse 
can be rated accordingly. Too many times horses are given the credit for 
winning numerous championships during the Show season and yet never 
come up against the stiff competition of the major shows. Green Hunter 
championships may easily be the next prize to be won in the Show game, 
but eventually it would be constructive to have this but one rung in the 
ladder of championships with each show given a rating, by the American 
Shows Association so that the winner of the highest rated championship in 
America might be called the champion hunter of America. 








9th HARRISON HORSE SHOW
